America’s Coal Exports will be 
Limited to War Shipments and 
Necessary Exchange Purposes 


Fuel Administrator Garfield Declares That Exports Will Not Be. 


Permitted to Equal in Volume 


to Be Specially Dealt With by Controller Himself

WASHINGTON, 7.—America’s 
eoul exports this year will be limited 
strictly to shipments to be used for 
war purposes and to those necessary 
in exchange for commodities the Unit- 
ed States must have. In announcing 
this policy tonight, Muel Administra- 
tor Garfield declared that in no event 
will exports be permitted to equal in 
voluine those of the year just ended. 
The fue! administration turned over 
to the war trade board, Monday, fig- 
ures showing the amount of coal the 
countiy can spare and asked the 
board .o exercise supervision over its 
distribution abroad, The amount avail- 
able for export Was not made public. 
Canada will be excepted from the 
regulations and shipments to the Do-

“In view of the existing coal short- 
age and the demand here, America 
must come first in supplying her in- 
dustries and nouseholders with coal,” 
said Dr. Garfield tonight. 


The new export poiicy means that 
England will be called upon to sup- 
ply domestic users in France and Italy. 
Producers desiring to export coal to 
the Allied countries, must show that 
the shipments are to be used for war 
purposes and must give to the war 
trade board the names in every in- 
stance of the final consignees, 

The arrangement was worked out 
today at a conference between fuel 
administration, state department and 
war trade board officials. 

Prices of export coal, although 
$10.35 a ton higher than domestic 
prices, still are lower here than the 
prices obtained in other export coun- 
tries.

The official announcement of Bari 
Reading's appointment says that Lord 
Northcliffe will remain head of the 
British mission to the United States 
in London, 

Remains Chief Justice 

It is understood HBarl Reading will 
retain his position as lord chief jus- 
tice. The appointment of the occupant} 
of the second highest judicial position 
in England to a diplomatic post has 
no precedent in the annals of the 
British bench and as Ear] Reading's 
appointment is to Washington for an 
indefinite period, it is presumed that 
it will be necessary to appoint a dep- 
uty to perform the duties of chief jus- 
tice during his absence. Justice Dar- 
ling acted in that capacity during Ear) 
Reading's recent absence in the Unitéda

NEARLY 43 MILLION | 
TONS INCREASE OF 
SOFT COAL IN U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The soft 
coal production for the year 1917 is 
put at 544,000,000 tons, an increase of | 
42,000,000 over 1916, in preliminary | 
estimates today by the geological sur- 
vey. Fuel administration officials had 
expected the total to be more than 
550,000,000 tons, but a falling off in 
output tn December reduced the fig- | 
ures, 

December's production was the 
smallest for a month since last April, 
due principally to car shortage. The

“Only 
by buying two or more suits now,” 
was the reply. “We can't get wool 
from England, we can't get it from the 
States and they'll have to take their 
chances on sesuring clothes from the 
stocks already in the country. Per-

early in February, 

J. H. Lamb secretary of the Hail 
Insurance Board, states that he believ- 
ed that the present scheme had proy- 
ed the cheapest insurance that any 
man with thirty or more acres in crop 
could have, The commission is now 
in good shape financially. There is 
money enough on hand to pay all the 
lossés and the administration expenses 
for 1917. In 1914, the first year that 
the municipal scheme was in exist- 
ence, the farmer paid $8.80 insurance, 
in 1915 $8.80, in 1916 $16.00, and in 
1917 $18.50. This makes an average 
over the three years of $13 per quarter 
section.

LONDON PRESS 


NOT IMPROBABLE __ 


APPROVES OF 
LLOYD GEORGE 


Considered That Premier Has 
Spoken Mind of the Entire 
Entente 


London, Jan, 7.—-If the country's 
opinion, as is probable in the present 
case, can be judged by expressions in 
the London press, it may be said that 
never before has Premier Lioyd 
George won such universal approval 
as is given to his statement of Satur- 
flay concerning Great Britain's war 
aims, It is recognized that there grill 
be a divergence of opinion on details 
like the economical terms of settle- 
ment and disposition of Germany's 
African c.lonies, but in all essentials 
his statement is hailed as eminently 
satisfactory and the premier is de- 
clared to have performed a most im- 
Portant service to the country. 

All Interest now is focussed on the 
question as to how the statement will 
be received in Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, and, not the least, in Russia, but 
as yet there fg nothing to satisfy this 
anxious wuriosity, 

With the exception only of the bel- 
licose Morning Post, which, however, 
is not opposed to the premier's thésis, 
the morning newspapers of London 
join in a chorus of approval. 

The Times declares it is the most 
important state document since the 
declaration of war. It commends the 
moderation of the statement, which, 
however, it thinks may confuse some 
tried friends and allles and might 
even lend itself to enemy misrepre- 
sentation. 

People Behind Terms, 

The Daily Mail says that nothing 
could pe more simple or more demo- 
cratic than the statement and the 
whole British people are solid behind 
it. The Germans, it declares, will 
never get better terms. 

Premier Lloyd George's assertion 
that he was not speaking for the gov- 
ernment, but the nation ana the em- 
pire, the Dally Telegraph thinks, will 
remove a load of anxlety from many 
troubled minds. It says that all the 
primary essentials for peace terms 
are included In the statement, which, 
however, it anticipates, will draw a 
cry of incredulous rage from  Ger- 
many. ’ 

The Daily News describes the state- 
ment as a landmark in the war, 
“bringing us and, we take it, our 
allies generally into line with the poll- 
cy President Wilson constantly has 
formulated. . . . 

“On these lines,” it adds, “the na- 
tlon can go forward with clear con- 
science and firm purpose, They are 
the lines of a clean peace and we must 
stand by them firmly, unyleldingly. 
It is a peace of the people.” 

Mind of the Entente, 

The Dally Express says the premier 
has spoken the entire mind of the en- 
tente. Germany, it adds, finds her- 
self taken seriously and it is the su- 
preme test of her sincerity. To the 
Daily Chronicle the careful terme in 
which the aim of an effective league 
of nations ig formulated, some among 
the most valuable parts of the his- 
torical utterances, 

The view of the Morning Post is 
that victory is the only war aim worth 
considering and if British govern- 
ments had conducted the war from 
the beginning on that principle, vic- 
tory would have been won long ago. 
It approves of the premier's state- 
ment by implication in saying that it 


assumes that the speech means. the, 


country will 0 on {o victory, despite 
all sacrifices, 
Call For Unity, 

London, Jan. 7,—Premier Lloyd 
George's speech to the delegates of 
the Trades’ Unions on Saturday is 
characterized by the weekly news- 
papers as marking an historical epoch 
in the war. The Weekly Despatch 
asserts that it is a ‘courageous call 
for unity in the nation in the face of 
the trials and dangers that lie ahead 
and is the best answer to the clamor- 
ous, if unimportant, minority © who 
have been M@deavoring to drive a 
wedge between the government and 
the Labor party on the false plea that 
there are unbridgeable integral diffi- 
culties in the respective conceptions of 
ae war aims for which we are fight- 
ng.” 

The News of the World declares the 
speech outlined the British war aims 


“with a degree of precision which 
leaves no loophole for misunde7- 
standing,” 


The Sunday Times says the most 
satisfactory nhrases of the speech and 
the most discomforting for ine Prus- 
sian war lords are those which reveal 
it as ‘not an utterance of either mere 
statesman or a political party but as 
the considered utterance of the British 
people.” 

The People asserts; “It will no long- 
er be possible for our present enamies 
to profess honest doubt as to what 
we are fighting for, or to delude any 
intelligent German with the fable that 
our aim is the destruction or the dis- 
ruption of the German state or its 


people.” 
The Sunday Observer describes 
Premier Lloyd George’s speech as 


epoch-making and fateful, 

“He has done a weighty service to 
the cause of national unity and the 
interest of the allies,” says tLe paper, 
“He has replied to the German peace 
offensive in Russia by a counter-offen- 
sive. Premier states the allies’ irre- 
ducible minimum, He puts the onus 
on the enemy. There must be an an- 
swer from Berlin,”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Evidence 
of the cara the German government 
is taking to direct public opinion and 
to deceive not unly its own enemies 
but its own people, is contained in a 
series of secret instructions issued to 
the German presg by ths censorship, 
which have fallen into the hands of 
the state department. These instruc- 
tions cover a period of Jess than three 
months of last year, but they tell a 
very complete story of how the Teu- 
tonic war lords control public opinion. 
Owners of newspapers and publishers 
generally not only are limited as to 
the character of the articles printed, 
but In many cases are told what they 
should publish and [n what terms. 
Labor disturbances, food shortage and 
difficulties in securing and distribut- 
ing coal are placed under the ban, but 
newspapers are urged to give promi- 
nence to enemy losses and to certain 
prescribed interpretation of the inter- 
national situation. 


Ruthless Punishment 


In one notice attention is called to 
the fact that the police “have again 
been notified to seek out and to bring 
to ruthless punishment originators 
and communicators of untrue military 
and economic reports.” 

In another notice similar warning is 
given that the police will “proceed en- 
ergetically” against those who repeat- 
ed untrue reports, 

Interesting light is thrown upon the 
Berlin view of the preparations for 
war in the United States by a para- 
graph of an order dated June 6 last. 
It says: 

“While the news about America’s 
war preparations, such as the organi- 
zation and outfitting of an army one 
million strong to reinforce the French- 
English front, is looked upon, in that 
form, asa ‘bluff,’ the spreading of 
which ma unfavorably affect the 
opinion of the Germun people, yet 
the fact must not be overlooked on the 
other hand that the United States, 
with the support of its capacity for 
material management, is arming iteelf 
for war with great energy and tenac- 
ity. The war preparations in America 
are, therefore, as was intimated in the 
Reichstag at the time, not at all to be 
made little of, but must be taken se- 
riously without on that account being 
made a source of worry.”

Another, dated June 9, says: 
“Petit Parisien informs us 
five American divisions, numberin

over from America, 75,000 tons mus 
make the trip twice. Therefore, from 
the mere lack of ships, the transport 
ation of such @ body of troops with- 
in certain fixed time limits is impossi- 
ble.

Printing of anti-German speeches 
in the Austrian parliament are forbid- 
den in various instances, and the at- 
titude to be taken by the German 
press, both for its effect at home 


and upon Austria-Hungary, is indicat- 
ed in the following, dated June 6: 
Control of Austria 

“A few days ago the Austro-Hunga- 
rian press was left free to discuss the 
war aims. We can unreservedly en- 
dorse the war aims given out in the 
majority of the Austro-Hungarian 
press. Of course, the fully warrant- 
ed and not inconsiderable aims which 
are needed for the conservation and 
development of the monarchy, as well 
as for a well-defined peace, can only 
be achieved if Austria-Hungary ad- 
heres to her understanding with the 
German emperor and his allies, and 
with positive reference to her military, 
economic and political forces, an- 
nounces clearly and positively her firm 
will to hold out and win, as is the case 
with tho overwhelming majority of 
German people. Her suggestions on 
this point to,our press are recom- 
mended.” 

Another about the same time said: 

“In one of the future Issues it might 
be mentioned that the present situa- 
tion in Russia has the appearance of 
being caused by the entente with the 
view to her (Russia) continuing for a 
time, perhaps until the actual partici- 
pation by the Americans, How long 
that will be remains to be seen. It is 
of no consequence (a matter of im- 
portance) to set forth the opinion that 
a new offensive will speedily take

Ottawa, Jan, 7.—The following con- 
tribution from war correspondence 
headquarters, France, regarding the 


participation of Canadian troops in 
the Cambrai sector fighting is issued 
by the militia department: 

“Against the furious counter-attacks 
which the Huns have made the last 
few days in the Cambrai sector some 
Canadian railwaymen have played a 
minor but very heroic part. In the 
scramble at Gouzeacourt when Ger- 
mans actually ocoupied the village 
for a few hours there were hand to 
hand combats with picks and shovels 
against rifles and machine guns and 
for a time the Canadian shovel brigade 
held its own. One of the railwaymen 
grading a level crossing of a line on 
the morning of the attack, casually 
looked up from his work to find four 
Germans with rifles bearing down on 
his party. He gave one yell to his 
comrades and dashing for the Huns 
armed only with hig pick, killed the 
first man after parrying a bayonet 
thrust, and was belaboring the others 
when his friends came up and wiped 
out the party. Further up the road 
the Canadians espied the Huns com- 
ing on in force, so the railway work- 
ers fell ‘back in good order, the Huns 
hesitating, thinking they had a fight- 
ing unit to deal with—which was lit- 
erally true. Most of the Canadians 
got safely away, although the shell- 
ing was heavy, A few, who took shel- 
ter in an old German dugout, fell into 
the enemy’s hands. But for the fine 
g@tand of the practically unarmed 
troops and a famous British fighting 
battallon—who were working with 
them, but whose rifles were stacked 
some distance away—the whole group 
would have fallen into enemy hands.

The 
government's contention that the 
power giyen congress to declare war 
includes power to compel citizens to 
render military service both at home 
and abroad were sustained by the 
court, 


ALLOWANCE TO SOLDIERS 

Ottawa, Jan. 7.—The government 
has authorized the hospitals commis- 
sion to pay the following scale of al- 
lowances to returned soldiers called 
in for re-examination at a hospital or 
for repairs to or supply of artificial 
limbs and their appliances: Return 
transportation, first-class, with sleep- 
ing berth if necessary; $1.10 per day 
for time absent from home plus $1.50 
for each night spent at a hotel and 
50 cents for each meal absent from 
home. This makes a total allowance 
of $4.10 a day plus transportation. 


“In the meantime approaching Gou-

Then the truck turned on the cross 
roads, lumbered back on top gear 
through more Huns, who were col- 
lecting, and came, riddled with bullets 
to safety. 

“Yet another party of railway men 
and their friends of the British bat- 
tallion were completely surrounded 
and taken prisoners, Their escort 
consistéd of a full score of Germans 
under a snappy officer. They were 
hurried up the Cambrai road toward 
the newly captured British line and 
just as they had given up hope, parts 
of an imperial battalion espied them. 
Their captors tried to drive them to- 
ward La Vacquerie but Scotsmen and 
Canadians although unarmed grappled 
with their guards until rescued by the 
British party. Then they picked up 
what rifles they could and joined for- 
tunes with the battalion that rescued 
them, 

“In another part of the hard press 
ed liné some overseas construction 
men completed a line of railway into 
a village that has figured largely in 
Present operations, and each night 
not only mended scores of breaks but 
all night long brought the wounded 
in, In addition to running his engine 
the engineer kept a huge cauldron 
of tea boiling on his tender. Not 
until after the great rush was over did 
an unlucky shell put the train out of 
business, 

“These Canadian railwaymen show- 
ed ‘they could fight as well as they 
could build and special congratula- 
tions have been given them from 
headquarters,”

Eliminating Russia | 
from Consideration. { 

The Bolsheviki government has | 
served notice on the Allied Gov-| 
ernments that they must surren- | 
der and accept Germany’s peace | 
offer or must do their future!

How far the withdrawal of Rus- | 
sian help would intensify the dif- | 
ficulties of the Allies, and whe- | 
ther the Bolsheviki Government 
can control the situation long 
enough to make good the threat 
of withdrawal, are questions 
which remain to be decided. But | 
in the event of the threat being 
made good, the Allies will thereby 
be relieved of any obligation to | 
consider Russia’s interests when | 
they come to define the terms they | 
will consider necessary to safe- 
guard their own futures from an-| 
other outbreak of military mad- | 
ness in Berlin. The present pro- | 
gress of disintegration promises to | 
leave Russia a collection of wea | 
states which would offer German 
militarism in future a rare oppor- 
tunity for conquest at a minimum 
cost.

The Public Are 
Entitled to Know. 


The city council is considering a 
proposal to exclude the public and | 
the reporters from meetings of 
council committees, The charter 
as at present admits of this being | 
done, but for the past three years 
at least the meetings have been | 
held openly. The proposal to de- 
part from this rule is not in con- 
formity with the right of the pub- 
lic to know how their business is 
transacted, nor with the procedure 
of representative bodies generally. 
That the charter allows secret 
meetings only proves that the 
charter does not provide that pro- 
tection to the public it ought to 
provide and that it should be} 
amended.accordingly. The council.) 
is eleeted to discharge the business | 
of the citizens, and a committee of 
council derives its status and au- 
thority solely from the representa- 
tive capacity of its members. A 
full and proper understanding of 
why the decisions of council are 
taken cannot be secured by the | 
public without knowledge of what | 
transpires at committee meetings. 
It is in these meetings that mat- 
ters are discussed in detail, and 
reports from committees are com- 
monly passed by council without | 
sufficient discussion to correctly | 
inform the public as to the rea- 
sons for the conclusions arrived 
at. This fact is recognized in the 
procedure of public bodies every- 
where. The committees of the 
Dominion Parliament hold no 
secret sessions. Committees of the 
Provincial Legislatures do not ex- 
clude the public. The city coun- 
cil would certainly be badly ad- 
vised to invite the suspicion and 
antagonism which naturally arise | 
when an attempt is made to pre- | 
vent the public knowing what | 
their representatives are doing

Oleomargarine was for sale in| 
Edmonton for the first time yes- 
terday. The best quality was sold 
to retailers at 31 3-4c and was of- 
fered to consumers at 35c. Best 
creamery butter was sold to retail- 


ers at 45¢ and to creameries at 
50c. The spread between best 
oleo and best creamery was there- 
fore 15c a pound retail. 

Edmonton district produces 
butter for export, therefore to 
keep up the sale price of butter is | 
of more profit to the district as a 
whole than to keep down the pur- 
chase price. 

While the ultimate effect of oleo 
on the local price of butter cannot 
yet be estimated there is no ques- 
tion that the announcement that 
oleo would be admitted into Can- 
ada free of duty had an effect in 
lowering the price of the cheaper 
grades of farm made or dairy but- 
ter. In October last good dairy 
butter in car lots sold at 38¢ aj 
pound, With the announcement 
of free oleo the price promptly 
dropped, and now in early Janu- 
ary it is 32c per pound in car lots, 
a drop of 6c a pound. There has | 
not been a like drop in creamery 
butter. In October creamery but- 
ter in fifty-pound boxes and in| 
car lots sold at 48¢ a pound. Af.- 
ter free oleo was announced it} 
cropped a couple of cents, but now 
it is at 42 1-2c in car lots. The 
difference is not great, but pos- 
sibly the price would have risen 
somewhat in January had the oleo 
not been in prospect. The produc- 


| tion of creamery butter in North- | _——_—_—$_—$ 


ern Alberta was about five million | 
pounds last year, and of dairy but- 
ter two millions. Assuming that | 
the price to the farmer is reduced 
2e a pound_on creamery and 6c a 
pound on dairy butter the loss to | 
the dairymen of Northern Alberta 
on one year’s output will approxi- 
mate a quarter of a million dol- 
lars, and the big end of the loss 
will fall on the farmer who is too 
far from the railway to ship 
cream—in other words the pio- 
neer; the man to whom the Prov- 
ince is loaning money to buy 
cows, 

But oleo has not got into its 
full swing yet. When summer 
comes and butter production is at 
its highest is the time when the 
price of oleo can be pushed | 
down to near the cost of produc- 
tion, say 20c a pound. The price 
of farmers’ butter and of cream 
will have to follow. When the 
butter season is over and the but- 
ter has passed out of the farmers* 
hands into those of the cold stor- | 
age companies then the price of 
both oleo and butter will go up, 
to the very great profit of those 
who control the manufacture and 
marketing of oleo. And the con- 
sumer will get it in the neck, just 
as he got it before.

MOVING PICTURES 
FOR RYLEY SCHOOL 


First School in Province to Add 
New Equipment Through 
the University 


The public school at Ryley is 
first school in Alberta, and one of the 
first in Canada, to install a moving 
picture machine as a part of its reg- 
ular educational equipment. Profes- 
sor Harold T. Brown, of the extension 
department of the university, who has 
succeeded Professor Ottewell in that 
particular branch, went to Ryley Sat- 
urday and addressed a public meeting, 
at which the introduction of the new 
machine in the school was the prin- 
cipal event. The department has 
been trying to introduce the moving 
picture machine into the Alberta 
schools for some time, and the pros- 
pect of success {s naturally gratifying. 
Mr. Brockie, the teacher of the Ryley 
school, became interested in the pro- 
ject and induced the trustees to. buy 
the machine, which, with six reels of 
film, was demonstrated at Saturday 
night's meeting. 

The department will supply films 
illustrative of the educational sub- 
jects dealt with at the school, The 
machine will also be used for public 
entertainments and loaned to other | 
schools throughout the district. It is 
of the Pathescope type, which has 
given the greatest satisfaction for this 
purpose, 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Brown pointed out that every public 
school in New York city possessed 
such a maehine, and that 140 rural 
schools in Wisconsin were similarly 
equipped, the films being provided by 
the unlyersity. 

The University of Alberta now has 
sixteen machines and 126 films, which 
will be added to. The difficulty hith- 


the | 


erto has been to procure machines, 
but that has now been obviated. Mr. 
Ritchie, of the Calgary Normal school, 
formerly of the Oliver school, Edmon- 
tion, has been negotiating for a ma- 
chine of the very latest model, motor 
driven, for this institution, and it, will 
be installed shortly. Other schools 
throughout the province are’ likely to 
add machines to their equipment. But 
Ryley has made Itself historic by be- 
ing number one in this enterprise,
